The report also points out that 


this month marked the beginning of 
the biggest building program ever 
faced, with workers in demand for 
building operations, as also roads, 
and on farms.

During the .year, from June, 1921 to 
June, 1922, she said, 11 dependent 
and 22 delinquent children had been 
reclaimed.

Mrs.(Stewart asserted that hunger 


figures largely in delinquency, cit- 
ing many cases where children .be- 
came delinquent 
largely 
because 


they -we're not fed properly or not 
enough. She recalled that places 
had been found for 16 children in 
13 homes during the. fiscal yea* end- 
ing last June, and that' 51 surgical 
cases'were taken care of by the 
county board during the same period. 


Following Mrs. Stewart's address, 


Mrs. Allen made'a plea for civic 
welfare work by .the literary clubs, 
pointing out that what had just been 
related demonstrated' the need of it 


Mrs. T. M. Green, president of the 


Woman's Council, gave a brief his- 
tory of the 
Rushville 
Woman's 


Council, recalling that it was or- 
ganized in 1916 by the late Mrs. 
A. G. Reeves, who was a trained 
mirse before her marriage, for the 
purpose of supporting, a health 
'nurse in' Rushville. It is composed 
of one representative from each wo- 
man's organization, now having 28 
members she said. 
Any woman's 


organization has the 
privilege of 


sending .a .representative to the 
Council, without ehr being voted in, 
Mrs. Green. pointed out: She paid 
a tribute to Miss Anna Bohannon, 
who has been;.treasurer of the or- 
ganization-since its inception. 


Miss: Sleeth, Rushville libarian, 


asserted that a' public library is an 
essential part of a broad education 
and that books the child reads for 
pleasure determines its (character 
more than school text books. 


Miss Sleeth explained that Rush- 


ville township and the city supports 
the library, but that it serves the 
whole county. 
She warned that the 


library's service would have to' be 
limited to Rushville township if the 
whole county did not share in its 
support. ' 


"You will all have to help us sup- 


port it," she said, and pointed out 
that a book wagon could be started 
so as to serve the people of the 
county without it being necessary 
for them to call at the library. 


To show the need of more sup- 


port for the library, Miss Sleeth 
:ompared the Rushville and Con- 
nersville libraries. The local library 
'ias 6,000 volumes and loaned 36,- 
'03 Hooks last year, she said, where- 
as Connersville with 9,000 volumes 
'oanod only 35,078 books last year. 
She also stated 
that 'Connersville 


spends three and a half times as 
much on its library as Rushville does. 


"Kb yards without flowers," was 


the slogan of Mrs. Lewis M. Sexton, 
who spoke of the comparative value 
of flowers. Marigolds, four o'clocks 
and zenias are the least trouble, she 
said. The crocus, jonquil and tulip 
are the first up in the spring, Mrs. 
Sexton^pointed out. Everyone should 
have the iris, "the poor man's or- 
ehid," and peonies, she, said. After 
these are gone, she continued, the 
perennials come on, such as the 
canterbury bells, delphinium, 
fox 


glove, lillies, larkspur and flox, which 
bloom until the aster reaches the 
blooming stage. Roses are the most 
trouble, Mrs. Sexton said, and she 
also referred to the value of shrubs 
in beautifying lawns. 


Mrs. Sexton said that Rnshville 


should try to beat Richmond, which 
has been adjudged to be the second 
most beautiful city in the United 
States, Pasadena, Calif., being rank- 
ed first. 


Before the closing address by Mrs. 


Lucas, the-convention adopted the 
jingle to,"Onward Christian Sold- 
iers,", written by Mrs. Hester as the 
federation song in 'honor of Mrs. 
Hester, who wrote all of the toasts 
to the clubs. 
• 


. "When the schools and the homes 
come to speak the same language," 
Mrs. Lucas said, "then the schools 
will accomplish' the most. What the 
homes are, the nation must be. The 


homes can 'be no better than the in* 
dividual* who make them." 


Mrs. Lucas said the state parent- 


teacher's association has 16,000 
members and urged the formation of 
similar organizations here.
